QUESTIONS BEFORE THE LEGIS- 
- LATIVE COUNCIL. 


—_ —@- 
(Daily Press, 31st August.) - 

Thursday’s meeting -of: the Legislative 
Council was awaited, as we have already 
said, with. no little interest, principally 
owing to the series of questions standing 
in the name of the Hon. 1. H. Wxireneap. 
All of these involved subjects of importance 
to the general welfare of the Colony and its 
inhabitants. It cannot be said thut the 
answers produced by the Government were 
for the most part of a nature calculated to 
satisfy those desirous to be informed. In 
one instance, that of question 4— when Mr. 
WuirrnEaD asked for a return of the 
number of building collapses since January, 
1895, the owners’ names, the number of 
deaths, enquiries, and prosecutions, the 
causes of the collapses, and the precautions 
to be taken iu future—Mr. CHatHam was 
unable to prepnre an answer in time for the 
mecting, but promised all available informa- 
tion hereafter. The anawers to the other 
questions may be glanced at briefly. 

With_regard to the New Territory, the 
first answer shows that the Land Court has 
had its hands full, and considering the size 
of the staff employed has used its time well. 
The answerasto expenditure on the Territory 
brings out only more strongly the unsatis- 
factory state of affairs to which we have 
frequently called attention before. 80 far 
from the anticipations of the Hon. J. H. 
Srewaet LockuHart in his report to Down- 
ing Street in 1898 having been fulfilled, \.< 
find an expenditure of $736,571.34 against 

-@ revenue of $41,014.82 for three years. 
And this is the New Territory in which no 
difficulty was expected in raisiny frum the 
beginning an annual revenue large enough 
to meet the cost of administration! It is 
plain that a very large error has heen made. 
The Chinese land-holders have been suffered 
to escaye even provisional payment of rent, 

‘at the expense of Hongkony, and a source 
of revenue to the Government has hitherto 
been thrown away. 

Mr. Warrenzan’s third question dealt. 
with the discontent in the police force and 
the Press comments thereon. Captain 
Superintendent May was certainly within 
his rights in refusing to take notice of 
complaints made in other than the usual 
way. Nevertheless the discontent, a8 Captain 
May knows well, most certainly exists and 
the police force has been much damaged 
and weakened by it. Because all complaints 
have not been made through the official 

. channels it is not shown that the police are 
mostly contented. Coupled with what we 
know of the state of affairs in the force, it 
means something very different, as indced 
we have already indicated when discussing 
this question previously. 

The point in connection with the fifth and 
sixth questions is one of much importance 
to this Colony. Hongkong being outside 
the terms of the Venice Convention of 1897, 
it becomes legitiniate to ask whether we 
should allow sick Chinese in times of epide- 
mic to go home to the mainland with the 
consent of the Chinese Government. When 
the question was referred to His Majeaty’s 
Government this year, the result was a 
refusal to allow the suggested course to be 
taken. Nevertheless it is an undoubted 
fact that many Chinese in an early stage 
of the disease did get away from the 
Colony and some even have come back 
recovered, to our own knowledge; doubt- 
less some of our readers have also come 
across such cases. We are unable at the 
present in Hongkong either to prevent the 
surreptitious de of sick natives or 
to treat them when they remain adequately 
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to secure as good a percentage of recoveries

A THREATENED DANGER FROM 
RUSSIA.

When the Emperor Nicuoxas II ascended 
the throne of Russia, and married the 
daughter of the Princess Anice, there were 
many who thought that the time had come 
when Russia would willingly enter thécomit 
of the nations of Europe. Through evil 
report and good report. his father ALEXANDER 
had carried on the efforts at reform begun 
by his father the Tsar ALExANDEE II. The 
task was an enormous oné, and needed a 
fearleas and powerful mind; ALExanpER ITI, 
though perhaps not n clever sovereigy, was 
a resolute man, and understood his people 
well. Though hated even more than his 
unfortunate father by the reactionaries and 
socialists, he won the confidence of the 
nation at large, and under his rule Russia 
made such enormous strides that, had his 
son and successor known how t» follow in 
his footsteps, he would have found the road 
metalled, rolled and sanded. We have said 
“ known how,” not in any sense of dispar- 
agement ; no more upright and conscientious 
monarch ever gat on the Throne of Russia, 
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category of princes who have to bear the 
burden, not only of their own deficiencies, 
but of the crimes of those who have gone 
before. A friend of peace, u hater of wan- 
ton aggression, a lover of freedom, and a 
conscientious administrator of justice, he has 
by the tyranny of fate been made the agent 
for inaugurating a system whereby every 
one of these has been set aside. His desire 
for peace brought about the travesty of a 
“ Peace Congress" at the Hague, whose only 
effect has been to inflame the passions of 
the world, and render the continuance even 
of the questionable peace prevailing at the end 
of the century, a work of gigantic responsi- 
bility. His dislike fur wanton aggression was 
instrumental in bringing on the mnssacre of. 
Biagoveschensk and the unprovoked seizure 
of Manchuria. His love of froe institutions 
has ended in the faithless destruction of the 
constitution of the Grand Duchy of Finland, 
which his predecessors and himself bound 
themselves by the most solemn of oaths to 
respect: and finally his conscientious ad- 
ministration of justice bas led him in the 
face of his own ordinances to punish with 
forced military service the boy students 
of St. Petersburg, who had remonstrated 
against the breach of promises given to them 
by himself in person at the beginning of his 
reign. Even his marriage to a princess, 
amiable, virtuous and accomplished, which 
the world looked upon as the crowning joy 
of ats amiable monarch, such ag he at one 
time promised to be, has added to his 
bitter cup of woe. With a superstitious 
craving for male offspring exceeding even 
that of the Chinese themselves, four daugh- 
tera. only..bave blessed the prayers and 
ontrition of the Tsar, and Nictonas II, 
bronght up in and surrounded by the 
meshes of a fuith as yet but little removed 
from the primitive ideas of n Vuapm«re, 
gees in the fuct: the judgment of Heaven, 
and frightened by the terrors of the Church, 
commits those very crimes which church- 
mien in all ages have forced upon their- . 
unwilling votaries. By such means, and 
with such intentions, always of the best, 

the Tsar NicHoxas II has succeeded not 
ouly in losing the confidence of all classes 

of his subjects, but in incurring the positive 
hatred of many of the most influential. The’ 
legal classes, always most influential in Rus- 
sia, have viewed with dismay his attempts to 
re-introduce the age of the themietes, and to 
supersede the written law by the inspired 
as pa ” of the sovereign : the student class, 
from whom the future legislators of the 
Empire have to come, has been thoroughly 
alienated by the attempts of the Tsar to 
introduce the law of ¢apsice ; and to punish 
them for artificial crimes made stich only by 
the momentary fad of the:Tear, The 
nobles impoverished by the acts of . his 

grandfather listen with complacency to the. 
rumbling of the coming storm; while the 

army itself whose allegiance to the Tsar - 
once took the form of a religious reverence 

to the person of their “ Little Father ”

good for himself ‘his seems to be the only 
explanation ofthe very remarkable positiou 
of affairs in Eastern Asia. ‘Times without 
number the Government or wiat remains of 
itin St. Petersburg has disavowed the acts 
of its subo:dinates in Marchuria, and has 
given orders that no acts of encroachment 
were to be perpetrated. Yet those instruc- 
tions have been deliberately set at nought, 
and we are left to choose between assigning 
the issue to insubordination on the part of 
the officials, or to some gigantic and super- 
fluous exhibition of ill faith on the part of 
the Tsar. It is true that instances of this 
apparent opposition between the Office at 
St. Petersburg and the camp in Asia have 
at all times been characteristic of Russia’s 
advance, yet we doubt if ever befofe the 
phenomenon was so shamelessly exhibited 
in the face of open day. The recent dase of 
Colonel Powe. was one of the most bare- 
faced of all. This English officer, with 
letters of credence from both Russian and 
English Governments, was arrested in Chi- 
nese territory by an officer pretending to be 


. under the control of the Russian Govern- 


ment, We are so accustomed to the exercise 
of arbitrary powers by the Russian Govern- 
ment that the fact of the arrest of n British 
subject with papers all in order, and 
travelling for perfectly legal purpuses, and 
with the full knowledge of the Russian 
Government, has almost ceased to excite 
more than the most passing notice. The 
case of Colonel PowrE Lu, however, was re- 
markable in that the officer was not travel- 
ling in Russian territory at all. Doubtless 
the act has been disavowed at St. Peters- 
burg, but the fact remains that the Russian 
Empire has already so far advanced ou the 
road to disruption that-an official at Mouk- 
den finds that he can with’ impunity con- 
travene the explicit orders sent to him from 
St. Petersburg and that his Govern- 
ment is not powerful enough to see its own 
orders obeyed. Suclia state of affairs has 
at all times been dangerous for the peace of 
the world, and has in every case proved 
disastrous to the Government itself that 
permitted it. Kussia in fact is not far from 
a military dictatorship, and the indication 
given by the personal weakness of the Tsar 
is not one that Europe can afford to witness 
with complacency. 


THE FUTURE OF THE SANITARY 
BOARD. 


——~—@—_-— — 
(Daily Press, 7th September.) 

Thursday’s meeting of the Sanitary Board 
was a quiet and practical affair, devoid of 
the unnecessary discussions which have 
marked so many meetings of this body. 
The absence of some controversial members 
may partly account for this fact. The most 
notable point was the assumption of the 
presidency of the Board by Dr. J. M. 
Arxinson, Priucipal Civil Medical Officer 
of the Colony, with the inaugural speech 
which he delivered. Dr. Atkinson pro- 
ceeded without hesitation to the most 
important matter which can engage the 
attention of the Sanitary Board, and, as will 
have been seen with gratification by Hong- 
kong residents, avowed himself in favour of 
a vigorous canipaign against bubonic plague. 
Upon the deliberations of the Board, he 
observed, depends to a great extent the 
Colony’s sanitary well-being in the future. 
This is true, provided that the Government 


- accepts the recommendations of the Sanitary

Board, which it is now so anxious to prove 
that it does. The Board, if it conscien- 
tiously works its hardest to combat the 
greatest curse of Hongkong, absolves itself 
from blame in the pertormance of its duty 
toward the Colony. Dr. Atkinson's speech 
may be taken as an earnest that he, as pre- 
sident, will do his utmost, and the nugury is 
a good one. 

The measures which are to be iaken to 
prevent the introduction of plague into 
Hongkong next year, savs the Principal 
Civil Medical Officer, will be by a rational 
quarantine to attempt to stop the introduc- 
tion of fresh cases from infected places. 
This in itsef is a necessary step, but is very 
diffcult to enforce owing to the peculiar 
position of ourTsland. A rigid quarantine, 
such as Dr. ArKrnson described, is of course 
out of the question. A rational quarantine 
presumably means that kind of precaution 
which we take now from the beginning of 
euch year. Stricter measures seem alimost. 
impossible without paralysing the trade of 
the port and throwing on the police work 
which they cannot perform in’ the present 
circumstances of the force. Apart from 
quarantine regulations, it is to geveral 
sanitary principles to which we are to.d by 
Dr. Atkinson to look, combined with the 
following procedure:—“ (a) The speedy dis- 
covery and isolation of every fresh case 
(b) The thorough disinfection of infected 
houses,- combined with the temporary 
evacuation, or better still the destruction of 
infected houses, or even neighbourhoods. 
(c) The disinfection of infected'clothes and 
bedding.” All these measures have bezn, as 
far as possible with the means at our com- 
mand, adopted during the epidemics which 
we have suffered hitherto; but the extreme 
step of destroying the whole of an infected 
neighbourhood was only resorted to in the 
case of Taipingshan in 1894. We have 
been unable to keep Gown plague by these 
measures so far, partly no doubt because of 
the sanitary staff being inadequate to carry 
them out with such strictness as is neces- 
sary. Dr. ATKINSON further advocates 
strongly the cremation of dead plague bodies 
dumped in the streets, a step which would 
certainly arouse a strong oppertioma 
which is nevertheless cminently desirable. 
Those who talk about the offence to Chinese 
prejudices are in this going too far. Seru- 
polous Chinese do not throw the hodies of 
their dead into the street. We are con- 
vineed that the radical measure, as Dr. 
Arxinson styles it, is alone likely to stop 
this disgusting und dangerous practice 
which has caused our sanitary and police 
authority such endless trouble during times 
of epidemic. As to the advocacy by Dr. 
Atkinson of the destruction of all vermin 
proved to spread the disease, tle proposal is 
admirable, but surely not feasible. Does 
“vermin” simply mean rats and mice, or 
are fleas, etc.,.nccused by some authorities 
of helping to spread plague, included in the 
term’ Liven with rats alone we cannot 


cope. 

Vinall y the new president of the Sanitary 
Board indicated the action which might 
become necessary if the above procedure 
failed to stamp out plague. It is modelled 
on the measures taken at Osaka in 1899, 
and includes the destruction by fire of all 
houses where fresh cases occur after a few 
months’ immunity; the burning of all in- 
fected clothes and bedding ; and the crema- 
tion of all plague bodies. Such a scheme 
involves an enormous expense on the part of 
the Government, acd would also cause an 
outcry among the natives, But the question 
resolves itself into this: Are we to be put 
to heavy expense every year and see our 
commerce suffering losses which threaten to 


become permanent, while we accumulate a 
reserve fund as fast as we can hoard it; 
and are we to have Chinese in an annual 
state of discontent, driving them to - leave 
the Colony during the plague season in 
vast numbers? Or, on the other hand, are 
we to make an effort greater than we have 
ventured on before to get rid of the disease 
from our midst? In the present: state of 
our knowledge of plague, it may be- said 
that only experts have a right to speak on 
the question how to combat it. Nevertheless, 
weure certain that the mass of residents inthe 
Colony welcome the fact that Dr. Atkinson 
last Thursday ranged himself plainly on the 
side of those who would deal vigorously 
witb the scourge and make o great attempt 
to drive it away bodily. We see by results 
that tinkering with it as we have in the 
past has only allowed plague to become firmly 
rooted in the soil of the Colony. In the 
circumstances the want of a change of policy 
ig clearly indicated. The Sanitary Board 
hasJa tremendous task before it, but such a 
declaration as that of its president is at 
least encouraging as indicative of the spirit 
in which it is prepared to force that task. 


PRINCE CHUN’S MISSION IN 


GERMANY.

(Daily Press, 4th September.) 

The difficulty which has arisen in connec- 
tion with Prince Cuun’s mission of apology 
to Germany is extremely unfortunate, but 
not surprising. It appears now that the 
kowtow ia not required from Prince Coun — 
indeed Germany could not have asked for 
this—but from his staff. The Prince him- 
celf, it is reported, is to be accorded the 
honours due to his birth, but his followers 
are expected to perform the “humiliating 
kotor,’ as Reuter's telegrain describes 
it, before the German Emperor. ‘The 
followers, however, have expressed their 
preference for death rather than this—a 
position which can -be understood in a 
Chinaman, and perhaps in a Chinaman 
alone, on whom the lessons of recent history 
have no effect. The days when ambassa- 
dors made humiliating obeisances to their 
Emperor are not forgotten by the Chinese, 
white Chinese officials have never done the 
like toothersovercigns. Inthecircumstances, 
therefure, the attitude of Prince Crun’s 
staff is natural enough. Nevertheless, it is 
necessary for Germany to maintain a firm 
position. A partieulatl? treacherous act 
is being atoned for by the Mission 
which is now at Basle, and the Chi- 
nese Government is not able to clear itself 
of complicity. Consequently there must 
be no half-hearted apology on the 
part of the Chinese representatives. 
There need be no vindictive insistance on 
behaviour from Prince Cuun which will 
degrade him in his own eyes and in those 
of his fellow-countrymen ; but Germany 
cannot allow the apology to be othorwise- 
than full aud marked. There ore many 
who would have liked to see the Mission 
treated with less courtesy and not recognised 
at all on its way to Germany. Such con- 
duct, however, would have been unreason- 
able and an uncalled-for slight on a Prince 
whose influence on China may possibly be 
considerable in the future. Te have treated 
the Mission as some have suggested would 
only bave alienated Prince Cxun’s mind 
entirely, nnd would have defeated the object 
of his journey, even if it had not led to an 
open rupture. Had the desire of Germany 
been merely to cast indignity on China, the 
hearty support of the other Powers would 
hot have boon forthcoming. However, this 
of course was not’ Germany's desire, and it 
is to be hoped that the present difficulty 


may ‘be got rid of quickly, and the Mission 
bropght to .a successful termination, in the 
interests of international.harmony and good- 
feeling. 


(Daily Press, 6th September.) 

As we expressed the hope in our issue af 
Wednesday, the difficulty about Prince 
CHUn’s mission of npology to Germany for 
the murder by Chinese last year of Baron 
yon Kerrerer has been satisfactorily 
settled. The Kaiser gave up his demand 
for the “humiliating kowtow” from Prince 
Cuun’s staff und also for a procession of 
the Mission through the streets of Berlin. 
Prince Cuvn’s reception was devoid, it 
would seem, of the accompaniment of thea- 
trical accessories, though it may be gathered 
that a large assemblage witnessed the de- 
livery by the Chinese Prince of his brother's 
letter. ‘This is a satisfactory termination of 
the incident. There has been considerable 
surprise expressed in Germany, we are told, 
at the Kaiser’s attempt to insist upon the 
Lowtow. His Imperial German Majesty, 
however, has a predilection for pomp. which 
would certainly have been gratitied by 
what he at first asked from the Chinese 
Mission. Wisely he has consented to forego 
the extreme signs of humiliation, which 
there can have been little or no chance of 
his obtajning, save by force. After all, the 
Mission has travelled half round the world, 
and a member of the Chinese Imperial 
family has performed an act unprecedented 
in the history of the Empire, which in itself 
is a sufficient shock to conservative Oriental 
susceptibilities. Prince Cuun will now be 
at. liberty to receive the full courtesies due 
to hig station, and his tour, it is to be 
trusted, will not. be without a strong effect 
on him personally nor without lenefit to the 
future progress of China. 

CHINESE EXAMINATION

STATE-OWNED CABLES.

We have received from the President and 
Council of the Ottawa Board of Trade a 
copy of a circular letter addressed to the 
Boards of Trade and Chambers of Com- 
merce of the British Empire, on the subject 
of State-owned cables, nnd an Imperial 

stal cable service, with appendices by 

ir Sanprorp FLEMING. e Ottawa 
Board of Trade, confident in the importance 
of the movement. to nationalise the British 
cable and telegraph service, invites aid and 
co-operation. In the circular letter it is 
pointed out that the proposal for all British 
ssessions throughout the world to be 

irectly connected by State-owned telegraph . 
cables requires not only that the trans- 
marine cables should be under Government 
coutrol, but also the land telegraphs of the 
several British possessions. The land 
telegraphs of the United Kingdom, New: 
Zealand, the Australian States, India and 
South Africa, eontinues the letter, are 
already nationalised and administered by 
the Post Office. Cnnadn is the only ex- 
ception ; but the transfer of the Canadian 
telegraph lines to the Post Office, together 
with the laying of a State-owned cable 
ucross the Atlantic, the Ottawa Board is 
informed, is under the consideration af the 
Government, and it may be assumed that 
Canada will not long remain the only 
country within the Empire where the tele- 
graph aystem is not, in the public interests, 
controlled by the State. The Board goes on 
to express its gratification that the Pacific 
Cable is now being established, and that 
there is every prospect of Canada being 
connected with the United Kingdom at an 
early date by 1 State-owned trans-Atlantic 
Cable. Reckoning by meridians of longi- 
tude, therefore, two-thirds of the glo 
will be girdled by a State-owne telegraph 
service, so soon as the Pacific cable and 
Canadian lincs associated therewith are 
established as national works.

Mr. Chatham :—“ Moderation should be ob- 
served in dealing with such places.” 

Tho Presipent—This petition from the 
inhabitants of Stanley is against the laws of the 
Colony, really. It appears that the sanitary 
bye-laws have not been enforced there hitherto. 
I think we might leave it to the discretion of 
the Medical Officer of Health to gradually 
introduce these bye-laws and enforce them 
where he sees it necessary.

BACKYABDS TO HOUSES. 


Correspondence relative to the backyards of 
the houses on Section A of Inland Lot No. 247 
was laid on the table. 

The houses, which are now nearing comple- 
tion, were, it appears, in course of construction 
at the time Ordinance 13 of 1901 became law, 
but they do not comply with Section 56 of that 
Ordinance, which provides for backyards to 
houses. 

The attention of the owner was called to this 
fact, nnd he through Mr. J. F. Reece, solicitor, 
pointed out that the plans of the honses were 
approved by the Public Works Department 
and by the Medical Officer of Health before 
the passing of Ordinance !3 of 10V1, but after 
the Bill had been read a first time and published 
in the Gazette. The plans were approved, there- 
fore, Mr. Reece held, with a full knowledge of 
the proposed legislation. 

Dr. Clark minuted :—“I have ip ted these 
houses, and find that they will be fairly sanitary 
when completed. In view of the ciroumstances 
of the case I think the Board should waive its 
right to compel the owner to alter the houses 
now, sv as to meet the recent decision of the 
Hon. Attorney-General re Crown streets in the 
rear of private buildings not counting as “open 
spaces in the rear, provided by the owner.” 

The Acting Director of Public Works 
minuted :— Tho houses are certainly well 
situated as regards open in the rear. 1 
consider it absurd to require the provision of 
backyards in such cases. What I wonld like to 
seo would be a restriction in the enormous 
height of the houses, frontiag on such a narrow 
street. Iam in favour of passing them.”

PROCLAMATION BY FOREIGN REPRESENTA- 

TIVRKS. 

The following English Translation of pro- 
clamation issued by the foreign Plenipotentiarie: 
throughout Chihli is published in the Gasette : —- 

In the Spring and Summer of last year North 
China was the sceue of grave disorders, and 
crimes without precedent a t the laws of 
humanity were committed the Boxers and 
Imperial troops. 

no Jane the Ilth, the Chancellor of the 
Japsnese Legation was bar murdered at 
the Yuny-ting Gate; on June the 20th the 
Envoy Plenipotentiary of Germany was assas- 
sipated while going to the Tsungli Yamen to 
transact public business; and from that day to 
August 14th the Legations of all the Forei 
Powers at Peking were besieged and constantly 
attacked. At Tientain the Foreign Vonocossions 
were bombarded for three weeks with heavy 
cannon, and repeatelly attacked by Imperial 
troops and hordes of Boxers. Both at Pekin 
ad Tientsin een vere killed and veond ; 
and a great quantity of property owned by for. 
eigners was wantonly destroyed. Elsewhere, and 
particularly in the Province of Shansi, numbers 
of foreigners of different nations, chiefly mission. 
aries, were atrociously murdered, and in soveral 
places foreign cemeteries were profaned and the 
tombs destroyed. 

The Foreign Governments concerned, as soon 
ts they received intelligence of these doings, 
sent armies over sea to quell the disorders, 
protect their nationals and chastise the persons 
who were responsible. The Taku Forte, Tien 
tsin and Paoting-fu, and many other places 
were taken by assault, and the Imperial troo 
and Boxers were everywhere overthrown is 
numerous battles and encounters, thousands of 
them being slain and the rest driven afar off 
beyond the confines of Chihli. The Princes and 
high officers of State guilty of participation in 
the crimes a reer foreigners have all been moat 
severely p ed, several having saffured the 
death penalty in accordance with the commands 
of His Imperial Majesty the ag ven Obius. 
Provincial offcials of all ranks have also been 
punished according to their offences.

The plans submitted were 
scrutinised by me and found to be in accordance 
with the Building Ordinance and were forwarded 
to the Medical Officer of Health, who approved 
of them, saying they were in accordance with the 
Ordinance. ‘The buildings were in accor- 
dance with Ordinance 15 of 1894, as this Ordi- 
nance fixes the height of buildings in accor- 
dance with the width of the street, but of 
course the additions were made prior to 
that date.

The Prince also was 
an author of merit, and the books he published 
are of real scientific worth. He was a member 
of sereral geographical societies. 

Prince Heat was considered an Angiophobist, 
bat the view is not a just one, for the Prince 
on many occasions praised the eran pr and 
loyal nature and the colonial aptitude of the 
Enghsh people.

“Mr. Mounsey—After that I had the de- 
clarations by the mother and aunt filed, 
and arranged that Mr. Jones should come up 
to the gaol with me so as to take the plaintiff's 
declaration. I went up about a quarter of an 
hour or so before Mr. Jones, so as not to waste 
any time, and went into the gaol and asked for 
Leung Kun Yau to be sent down. They told 
me they had not kept the prisoner, and that he 
was in the custody of the police. 

His Lordship—He was not in gaol? 

Mr. Mounsey—No. So far as they were con- 
cerned he had been discharged that morning. 
I went straight from the gaol to the office of 
the Captain Superintendent of Police. I saw 
Mr. May, and I asked him if he had received 
a letter from me that morning.

Mr. May—He did not indicate in any way 
what was the ground for the writ of habeus 
corpus, I didn’t ask him, and he didn't tell me. 

r, Sharp—Were you aware of a similar 
application being made to your deputy for a 
copy of this order on the following day by 
Messrs. Mounsey and Brutton ? 

Mr. May—Yes. I was in the office till late 
that evening, and he showed me the application. 

& r. Sharp—Did you see Mr. Badeley's answer 
in reply ? 

Mr. May—No; I don't know what answer 
hoe made. 

Mr. Sharp —You did not know its purport ? 

Mr. May—No. Of course, any communication 
like that sent to my junior officers is ignored. 

‘Three Chinese witnesses were called, including 
the sergeant-interpreter at No. 7 Police Station, 
who deposed that the plaintiff made « statement 
in the charge-room that he came from China. 

Mr. Pollock submitted that the Habeas Corpus 
Act, under the provisions of which the plaintiff 
was suihg, was not applicable in this 
Colony. Furthermore, it had not been proved 
that Mr. Mounsey had the authority of the 
plaintiff to act on his behalf in making the 
demand for a copy of the warrant. No demand 
was made under the provisions of the,Statuto, 
becanse Mr. Mounsay himself had admitted 
that he was not then aware of its provisions, 
and he had not even asked why the man was 
detained. No penalty, Mr. Pollock argued, was 
recoverable by the plaintiff from the defendant. 

The hearing was adjourned.

JUDGMENT IN ACTION FOR RECOVERY OF 
RENT. 

The following is the segment delivered 
by his Lordship in the case of Tang Yik Hing 
and Tang Ip Fu, plaintiffs, land-owners in the 
New Territory, against Wun Lin Hang, 
defendant, a farmer, for recovery of rent :— 

This is an action claiming $57.24 for arrears 
of rent due during the 25th, 26th and 27th years 
of the Chinese rei styled Kwang Hsa, a 
period which roughly corresponds with the 
years 1899, 1900 and 1901. © 

The land in respect of which this claim is 
made is paddy land at the villago of Luk Ti 
Tong in the sub-district of Mui Wo in the 
island of Lantao: it is therefore land in the 
Now Territories. 

The evidence satisfies me that the defendant, 
daring 23rd and 24th years of the reign styled 
Kwang Hau, rendered to the plaintiffs an annual 
rent which consisted of produce of the annual 
amount of 6 shek 3 tau 6 shing of paddy. 

The relation of landlord and tenant tetwoen 
the parties being thus established, the tenant, 
who is the defendant, cannot dispute the 

laintiffs’ title. It followa from this that the 
Court gives no decision on the question of who 
is the real owner of the leased fields, which is a 
question for the decision of the Land Court 
cheer a Ordinance No. 18 of 1900.

The only subsequent enactment which might 2m 
oust this jurisdiction is Ordinance No. 11 of + 
1899, known as the Local Communities Or- 3 
dinance. 

Part vi. of that Ordinance provides for the 
establishment of local tribunals in districts and 
sub-districts into which the New Territories 
have been divided, and such tribunals are to 
called district courts or sub-district courts, witht 
a jurisdiction, in civil cases, limited to claims 
of varivus kinds, not exceeding one hundred 
dollars. 

If the district and sub-district courts con- 
templated had been established, it might 
have been a nice question whether the Supreme 
Court bad jurisdiction: but as it does not 
appear from suy source that such district and 
sub-district courts have- been established, the 
jurisdiction of the Supreme Court in this case 
seems to stand unimpeached. 

The next question is, what is the proper 
form of action te recover the monetary value 
of arrears of rent reserved in produce ? 

Although rent is usually reserved and made 
payable in money, yet, according to Coke, it — 
may be reserved “as well in the delivery of 
hens, capons, roses, spurs, bows, shafts, horses, 
hawks, wheat, or other profit that lieth in 
render, office, attendance and such like."—Co. 
Litt. 142a. 

It toae legitimate, therefore, to reserve « rent 
in ae such as paddy. I say toas, because

now be reserved. 

The proper form of action may, it seems, be 
any of three—either an action e¢ common law

ment, reserving rent in produce, made after the 
coming into operation of Ordinance 18 of 190 
which appears to be the meaning of Section 20° 
My reason for this conclusion is that the 
evidence indicates that an estate for years was 
created. That estnte may be an estate held 
from year to year, which is styled a yearly 
tenancy. This consists, in the first instance, of 
certain term of one year; but unless due 
notice to terminate the estate at the expiration 
of the year be given by either the grantor or 
grantee, it becomes, by virtue of the original 
grant, an estate for another year, reckoning 
from the completion of the first year ; and thus 
a new year is continually added to the term as 
often aa the previous notice which would secure 
its expiration is omitted to be given. (See 
Edwards’ Compendium of the Law of Property 
in Land, 3rd edition, p. 48.) 

Further, the same learned author states at p. 
89 that a tenancy from year to year is created, 
in somo cases, by operation of Jaw, and that a 
lease whereby land is demised at an annual rent, 
whether payable quarterly or otherwise, but 
whereby no term is expressly limited, impliedly 
creates a tenancy from year to year. 

The present tenancy therefore does not come 
within the purview of Section 20 of Ordinance 
18 of 1900, because it must be taken to have 
arisen by virtue of the original grant. 

The plaintiffs, having established that the 

monetary value of the annual rent reserved ia 
produce was $19.08, must have judgment with 
costa for twice that amount, viz., $38.16, being 
for the 25th and 26th years of the reign styled 
Kwang Hsu. They cannot recover for the 27th 
year, because their writ is dated 13th August, 
1901. which is the 29th day df the 6th moon of 
the 27th year, and reut is not due for the 27th 
year until the 7th moon has expired. 

Tt mnat be understood that this judgment in 
no way deals with the question as to how far 
(if at all) custom does or does not annex unex- 
pressed incidents to parol demises of land in 
the New Territories.

A Tokyo telegram of the 19th ult. announced ~~.

The Hritish Government is said to- have 
demanded that the cashiered Taotai Pao Tsu- 
lin, of Chuchou notoriety, shall be banished to 
Kuldja, and that Yung Ch‘uan, formerly Pro-’ = 
vincial Judge of Chekiang, shall be sent to 
Tibet. . 

Great mortality is reported to be prevalent 
amongst the Chinese immigrants near Sibn, 
Sarawak, Some months back there was an 
epidemic of jungle fever amongst them, of 
which several died, while.others were compelled 
to regarn to China.
